In the contempt,hearing Assistant 
Attorney General William P. Mac- 
Cracken told Judge Caverly he did not 
want Concannon to disclose what was 
in the records, but merely to tell where 
they were, The case was continued for 
ten days to permit the judge, in the 
abselce of legal precedent, to discuss 
this point of law with members of the 
bar association.
